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PRM— Petition for Rulemaking

(1) commercial nuclear power plants for which NRC has 
full licensing responsibilities; and (2) Government- 
owned reactors for which NRC provides technical ex- 
pertise and occasional review. Both classes are identi- 
fied with a “P” prefix, followed by a series of numbers. 

1. “Pre-docketed” commercial nuclear power plants 

These files contain all documentation up until the time 
that the NRC considers the application and the Safety 
Analysis Report (PS AR) is submitted by the utility com- 
plete enough for staff review. The unit is then assigned a 
docket number and the file transferred to the 
Docket-50 series category. 

The documents are grouped together in categories, des- 
ignated ty alphabetic characters. These are the same 
categories as those used for the Docket-50 series. 

A. Application/Construction Stage 

1. Application submitted by the utility. 


2. Meeting notices, summaries and correspon- 
dence discussing the completeness and ade- 
quacy of the Preliminary Safety Analysis Re- 
port (PSAR).

1. Motions, briefs, orders, etc., pertaining to 
pre-hearing conferences, if any.

PT 21 — 10 CFR Part 21 Deficiency Reports 


Deficiency reports submitted in compliance with Part 21 
of Title 10 of the Code of Federal Regulations. 


1. Reports by firms involved in the nuclear industry 
reporting noncompliance with NRC regulations or 
the existence of defects which could create a sub- 
stantial safety hazard. 


2. Correspondence pertaining to the NRC review of 
reports to assess the possibility of generic defects.

QA 999— Quality Assurance Inspections 


Contains inspection reports of vendor licensee interface 
from vendor’s view, vendor products, vendor programs 
including equipment environmental qualification test- 
ing, and follow-up correspondence. Each vendor is as- 
signed a docket number and is a part of the Q A 999 se- 
ries. 

Vendors are defined as companies, both U.S. and for- 
eign, that are engaged in the design, manufacture, or 
testing of both nuclear components, or suppljmg serv- 
ices to the nuclear industry. The controlling criteria are 
found in 10 CFR Part 21, 10 CFR Part 50, PSAR and 
FSAR submitted by utilities for specific facilities, and 
vendor QA Topical Reports. 


1. NRC inspection reports of vendor facilities that 
cover the design, fabrication and testing of compo- 
nents for use in nuclear facilities and vendor/licen- 
see interface.

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REGGD— Regulatory Guides 


Contains new and revised Regulatory Guides and re- 
lated correspondence. These guides describe to the in- 
dustry and to the public methods acceptable to the NRC 
staff for implementing specific parts of the NRC regula- 
tions. They also delineate techniques used by the staff in 
evaluating specific problems or postulated accidents or 
provide guidance to applicants. 


1. Federal Register notices announcing the issuance 
and availability of a proposed Regulatory Guide. 


2. Revised or newly issued Regulatory Guides. 


3. NRC value/impact assessment. 


4. Comments submitted by the nuclear industry and 
interested members of the public regarding a pro- 
posed Regulatory Guide. 


5. Summary of meetings held in the NRC to discuss 
proposed Regulatory Guides.

Industry codes 
and standards cited in Regulatory Guides are 
available for reference use only in the NRC Li- 
brary. 


RES— Research and Technical Assistance Reports 


Contains reports, generally interim, submitted by NRC 
contractors providing research and technical assistance 
to the Commission. It also includes documentation per- 
taining to research activities of the Commission. 


1. Technical letter reports provide information on the 
technical aspects of work by contractors or other 
government agencies and their contractors. These 
letter reports may consist of transmittal letters 
with interim or final informal reports attached, or 
the technical information may be incorporated in 
the body of the letter. The form and frequency of 
reporting is specified m the Contract Statement of 
Work. 


a. Interim technical letter reports provide infor- 
mation on the technical aspects of the work at 
various stages and form a basis for develop- 
ment of the formal reports required by the 
contract. Interim technical letter reports may 
include, but are not limited to, informal (in- 
terim) progress reports, “quick-look” reports, 
data reports, project descriptions, pretest 


predictions, model verifications, experiment 
safety analyses, experiment operating proce- 
dures, facility certification reports, and test 
results. 

b. Final technical letter reports are prepared to 
record the results of contract work that com- 
prises review and evaluation of the work of 
others or work to be used by the staff in the 
licensing and regulation process. These tech- 
nical letter reports are not followed by a for- 
mal report. 

2. Formal technical reports, which may be periodic pro- 
gress reports on long-term projects of final reports, 
are published in the NUREG/CR series. These re- 
ports are final products of research, original inves- 
tigations, or significant compilations of informa- 
tion, or they may be progress reports. 


3. Research Information Letters (RILs) summarize re- 
search information for staff use. They are prepared 
in the NRC Office of Nuclear Regulatory Re- 
search (RES). 
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4. Coiference Proceedings report the information pre- 
sented at conferences sponsored or co-sponsored 
by NRC. Sponsorship or co-sponsorship by NRC 
requires that the subjects covered be of interest 
and value to NE.C.

REVIEW GRP-Research Review Groups 


Contains records pertaining to the activities of internal 
and external Research Review Groups. Such groups 
provide a broad base of technical expertise to aid man- 
agement in reviewing research in defined technical ar- 
eas. They review and comment on research plans and 
predicted results of major experiments, the validity and 
applicability of research results; possible redirection of 
research projects; new research projects; and priorities 
within the technical areas covered by the Research Pre- 
view Group. 

1. Agendas for quarterly Review Group meetings. 

2. Summary minutes of Review Group meetings rep- 
resenting views expressed, including dissenting 
views. 


3. Research plans and predicted results of major ex- 
periments and presentations ty research contrac- 
tors. 


4. Comments on meetings from attendees, including 
representatives from contractors, universities, ven- 
dors, and other agencies. 


5. Internal memoranda relating to topics under dis- 
cussion. 


6. Correspondence related to items 1 through 5. 


RM — Rulemakings 


Contains records pertaining to public hearings held on 
proposed changes to the Commission’s regulations. 
Hearings are instituted at the discretion of the Commis- 
sion based on the importance and the magnitude of the 
subject under consideration. 

1. Designations of the presiding officer and any spe- 
cial directions for the conduct of the hearing. 

2. Notifications of Hearing Board meetings. 


3. Petitions, motions, testimony, and statements sub- 
mitted by parties to the hearings. 

4. Hearing Board orders and rulings. 

5. Technical reports submitted as evidence in the pro- 
ceedings. 

6. Reports, if any, of the spedal Board to the Com- 
mission regarding the subject proceeding. 


SECY— Staff Papers (Generally Referred to as SECY Papers) Before the Comomission

XPORTLIC*- Export and Import Licenses 


Contains records relating to the issuance of licenses to 
export or import nuclear facilities and materials. 

1 . license applications and amendments to export or 
import special nuclear material, source material, 
byproduct material, reactors, nuclear facility com- 
ponents, or reactor materials.
